Another addition to the navy’s air- 
ship fleet, the metal-clad ZMC-2, is 
to be ready for tests within two or 
three weeks.

SEVERANCE TAX LAW 


UF LA. IS UPHELD: 


New Orleans, August 9.—(4)—The 
constitutionality of the state sever- 
ance law was upheld today by three 
federal judges, Rufus E. Foster, of 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals; Wayne G. Borah, of the United 
States circuit court of the eastern dis- 
trict, and Judge Ben C. Dawkins, 
of the federal district court of the 
western district. 

In holding the law constitutional, 
the judges issued an order dismissing 
the injunction sought by the Ohio Oil 
Company on grounds that the sever- 
ance act was “unconstitutional, un- 
reasonable and discriminatory.” 

“Undoubtedly a state has the right 
to impose specific taxes as well as 
ad valorem taxes unless prohibited by 
the state constitution.

The present custodian and his as- 
sistants have done everything possi- 
ble to keep the building in present- 
able shape but unless an appropria- 
tion is made there is no way on earth 
that the building can be kept in any 
kind of repair. |

The charge of “preaching polities” 


is so freely bandied about just now | 


that it is dangerously near cant. Any 
disgruntled individual or disappointed 
office-seeker whose conduct will not 
bear close inspection can hurl that 
accusation. Before it is’ accepted, 
however, the cleavage line between 
politics and morals should be more 
accurately defined. As a rule, inter- 
ested parties are not best qualified to 
draw the line. 


I suggest the following test for 
situations such as yours: Consult the 


‘deliverance of the Hebrew prophets, 


the Christian apostles; indeed, of 
Christ himself, upon the subjects they 
treated, and apply their conclusions 
to any given case. I do not find any 
marked tenderness in their utterances 
when they exposed secret wickedness 
in high places, or the pretensions of 
religious hypocrites ad political syco- 
phants. To be perfectly frank, I know 
few if any Christian or Hebrew teach- 
ers of righteousness who have reached 
the moral standards of the Biblical 


heroes or showed an equal intrepidity | 
‘in denouncing hidebound sinners. , 


' upheaval. 
founded their movement and practices 


Of course, charity is the supreme 
motive of a genuine ministry to souls. 
But justice should also have a pre- 


dominant place in it. It frequently 
requires courageous pioneers who as- 
sume the risks of a spiritual crusade. 
Read the Acts of the Apostles, the 
“lives” of renowned saints, the ac- 
counts of those brave men and women 
who defied the groundlings, and who 
would not “fit into things” as they 
were. I predict you will discover in 
them and their troublesome con- 
sciences the secret of individual and 
social betterment. Then test out your 
local situation by the standards which 
those who would not “go along” with 
the soothsayers, adopted.

Is not the doctrine stated in the 
Psalms, that man was shapen in 
iniquity, a false teaching? I per- 
sonally believe it is contrary to 
fact and reason. 

History seems to side with the 
Psalmist. Suppose we begin by af- 
firming that man is originally born 
free, with full power over his environ- 
ment and destiny and blessed with any 
other excellencies you may select. 
Then follow the argument through by 
comparing his present actual condition 
with that assumed to be originally in- 
herent in him. I think you will admit 
the comparison justifies the assertion 
that some one or some thing has rude- 
ly disturbed the human equation and 
seriously impaired the attributes man 
possessed at birth 

Rousseau's famous declaration, that 
“man is born free and he is every- 
where in chains,’ was the theory un- 
derlying a great social and political 
The French Revolutionists 


on that theory. Condorcet added to it 
his belief in human _ perfectibility. 
Those who accepted it posed as the 
saviors of the human race, who were 


destined to usher in the reign of vir- 


tue. Robespierre himself was called 
“the incorruptible ;” Barnave, Danton, 
Desmoulins, St. Just and Marat were 
of his persuasion. 

There is no need to recite the in- 
famies they committed, or how they 
turned on each other with suspicoon 
and jealousy, resulting in mutual ex- 
termination. ‘These evangelists of the 
new freedom became the fiercest and 
most remorseless tyrants. The Psalm- 
ist may have been extreme when he 
avowed that he was shapen in iniquity 
and conceived in sin. But in certain 
moods millions besides this ancient 
poet of the Old Testament have con- 
fessed practically the same thing. You 
cannot weigh life correctly without 
making allowance for a malefic evil at 
its heart, which made Rousseau fear 
the mob when it was personified in a 
monstrous individual, and caused Con- 
dorcet to lay violent hands on himself 


at the last.

CLARKE BANK PARTNERS 
GET ATLANTA PEN TERM 


Another Gets Probation on 
Charges Resulting in Fail- 
ure of Institution. 


New York. August 9.—(4)—Three 
partners of Clarke Brothers, 80-year- 
old private bank, today were sen- 
tenced to serve terms in a_ federal 
prison on charges growing out of 
the $5,000,000 crash of the bank 
June 29. 


Another partner also received _ ris- 
on sentence, but it was commuted to 
probation. All four’ had _ pleaded 
guilty to- federal and state indict- 
ments resulting from the failure. 


James Rae Clarke, senior partner 
in the bank his grandfather founded, 
was sentenced to eight years in the 
federal penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga. 
He was also given a suspended sen- 
tence not to exceed eight years in 
the New York state penitentiary. 


Philip L. and Hudson Clarke, Jr., 
brothers of the senior partner, and 
John IF. Bouker, all partners in the 
defunct institution, were sentenced to 
a year and a dav in the penitentiary 
at Atlanta. The sentence of Hudson 
Clarke, Jr., however, was commuted 


to tw6 years’ probation, the court in- 
dicating it was moved by compassion 
for his aged father, who was describ- 
ed as in needy circumstances. 

The latter three partners also were 
sentenced to serve from a year and 
a day to two years and two days in 
state prison, the operation of the sen- 
tences being suspended. :

RUNNING AWAY 
FROM SHARKEY 


Max Refused Bout Be- 
cause Jack Got All the 
Money.

New York, August 9.—If 
Max Schmeling runs out of any 
more matches, the followers of 
the game are likely to stop call- 
ing him the Hindenburg. Lion 
and start referring to him as 
the Limberger Rabbit. 

But that wouldn't be fair to Max. 
I do not believe he is afraid of Jack 
Sharkey. Other causes contributed 
to his actions toward Madison Square 
Garden. A guess would be that 
one was a financial cause. Every- 
one knew that Sharkey was guaran- 
teed $100,000, while Max was to fight 
on. a percentage basis. This may 
have galled bot’. Jacobs and Schmel- 
ing, who considered the German the 
drawing card. 

When Jacobs told William F. Ca- 


rey over the telephone that Schmeling 
could get $155,000 from Jack Demp- 
sey, Carey, already having the Prus- 
sian signed to a percentage contract, 
failed to say that he would meet the 
offer. He did say that the Garden 
had put itself in some jeopardy to 
carry out its agreement with Schmel- 
ing and that he must know what Max 
intended to do. He doesn't know yet, 
and, having been stalled for a consid- 
erable time, he is tired of waiting to 
find out. Hence the switch to Tom- 
my Loughran. 
_ COMMISSIO?: WINS. 

This is a triumph for the New 
York boxing commission, although it 
caine In an unexpected manner. Carey 
told the commission on Tuesday that 
the bout would be held through a De- 
troit promoter, just as the Tunney- 
Dempsey bout in Chicago was tech- 
nically promoted by George F. Getz. 
The commission asked whether this 
was not u subterfuge. Carey replied 
frankly that he suppoged it was. The 
commission said that it would take 
steps accordingly, and Carey replied 
that he regretted any misunderstand- 
ing with the commission, but that 
Madison Square Garden would protect 
its property rights and the bout would 
go on. 

It should be understood that Carey 
and the commissioners hold no person- 
al animosity toward each other.

One Record, Anyway. 


Joe Sewell, the Cleveland shortstop, is still short of Dean Scott’s 
mark of 1,307 conse¢utive ball games, but for all that, the old Alabama 
collegian is the iron man of baseball—and the iron man of all com- 
petitive sport. Sewell went from Alabama, the home of the Crimson 
Tide, to New Orleans. Shortly after this Ray Chapman, the Cleveland 
shortstop, was killed and Sewell was rushed into the gap. Sewell joined 
Cleveland in September, 1920. He was then a youngster with little pro- 
fessional experience. He was supposed to be just a gap filler for the tfme 
being. But since that date Sewell has played 1,349 out of the last 1,351 
games Cleveland has offered to the public and the only reason he missed 
those two days came from a shake-up to help plug a leak or check a 
slump. Sewell has missed only two days in nine years. If this doesn't 
make him the iron man of sport you can dig up the fellow who has 
more iron in his system. ‘Baseball isn’t a killing game, but if you don’t 
think it is replete with accidents, illness and injuries ask any manager 
you may happen to run across. Few ball players are able to figure in 
every game played through one campaign. If one thing doesn’t hit ’em, 
something else does. A bad arm, a bad leg, a charleyhorse, indigestion, 
or maybe the pip arrives to toss them out of the lineup for a day ora 
week or a month. Scott and Sewell, two shortstops, have at least been 
the most durable men baseball has ever known. 


Shooting for Perfection. 


Some years ago George Duncan made this remark: “I don’t believe 
Bobby Jones will ever win a championship because he is too much of 
an artist.”

Loughran undoubtedly deserves a crack at the heavyweight crown 
before any one else is awarded-the toga. Maybe one of the others could 
beat him, but some one should be asked to prove it. As the case stands, 
you haven’t heard any of the heavyweights clamoring for a chance to 
pop the Philadelphian over. If he could pick up a harder wallop he 
would be close to a cinch to finish in front. Even without the wallop 
he would be an even bet against any of the delegation now hanging 
around. 

Loughran is fast, strong, smart, game and skillful. This happens to 
be a combination that few can laugh off.

SPEGULATION BAR 
SEEN IN RATE HIKE! 


New York, August 9.—(#)—In- 
crease from 5 to 6 per cent in the re- 
discount rate of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York and reduction of 
th buying rate for bankers’ bills from 
5 1-4 per cent to 51-8 was interpreted 
in financial circles today as an cf- 
fort by the federal reserve board to 
curb the flow of credit into specula- 
tive loans and insure funds to finance 
crop movement and industrial credit 
demands. 

A statement regarding brokers’ 
loans issued by the board showed that 


an increase in the past week of $60,- 
000,000 bad brought the total to $6;- 
020,000,000. 

The rapid increase in brokers’ loans 
in the face of two warnings from the 
board, one last February and another 
early in the summer, was held respon- 
sible by financial operators for the 
increased rate. The increase, which 
was announced in Washington after 
the close of the market yesterdays, 
makes it the highest since the post- 
war reconstruction period. 

Roy A. Young, governor of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, issued a 
statement in connection with the in- 
crease in which he said: 

“The federal reserve board and 
the governors of the federal reserve 
banks have been in conference for 
two days and have considered how the 
resources of the federal reserve sys- 
tem might best be conserved and made 
available to meet autumn. require- 
ments. 

“The problem has presented diffi- 
culties because of certain peculiar con- 
ditions. A mutually satisfactory plan 
has been developed.” 

The reduction in the buying rate 
for bankers’ bills is expected to stimu- 
late the market for bills and to in- 
erease credit facilities available to 
farming districts and industry. 


LONDON EXCHANGE 
ALSO SURPRISED. 

London, August 9.—(#)—The raisz- 
ing of the New York bank rate took 
the London Stock Exchange by sur- 
prise today and in the excitement 
there was a marking down of prices 
in a number of industrials in which 
New York is interested.

New York, August 9.—Many Wall 
Street people frankly admitted today 
that the point had been reached in the 
stock market and in the money mar- 
ket where they no longer understood 
what it is all about. It was plain, 
however, that traders in stocks were 
made highly nervous by the unexpect- 
ed advance in the rediscount rate here. 
Stocks opened from 1 to 5 points low- 
er, breaking from 3 to 24 points in 
the first half-hour when tne market 
met support. So-called good stock. 
broke with others. Trading for the 
first half-hour exceeded 1,800,000 
shares or at the rate of over 13,000,- 
0OO shares for a full five-hour session. 

Receiving support the market start- 
ed to recover around the end of the 
first half hour. The recovery contin- 
ued until noon, when a second brexk 
started, with some of the leading 
shares selling lower than earlier in 
the day. In the late trading, however, 
the yrolume was much smaller. 

It was the same old story of unfa- 
vorable news coming from an unex- 
pected source. An increase in the re- 
discount rate here was about the last 
thing that traders in the stock mar- 
k:t or even the average Wall treet 
banker was looking for. 

By reducing the buying rate on ac- 
ceptances from 5 1-4 to 5 1-8 per 
cent at the same time the rediscount 
rate was advanced it appears that the 
federal reserve expects to ease the 
money market in two directions, by 
checking stock speculation and by buy- 
ing bills. Some Wall Street people, 
however, are asking with a side shake 
of the head if it is possible for the 
federal reserve to establish a two-way 
money market, one high for stock 
speculation, the other “comparatively 
easy for general trade. In this con- 
nection it is realized that it is diffi- 
cult to make money easy for general 
trade without the stock market bene- 
fitting indirectly. 

No Longer Lacal. 


In any event Wall Street now 
realizes more than ever before that 
our money and stock market situation 
is no longer local but international, 
and some people are wondering if mon- 
ey is made easier here if the result 
will not be withdrawal of foreig 
funds here which are seeking employ- 
ment in our call money market. 

In advancing the rediscount rate 
a full 1 per cent from 5 to 6, the 
New York Federal Reserve bank es- 
tablished the highest rediscount rate 
since the war and post-war inflation 
period of 1920 and 1921. The high 
rate for that period, which was the 
highest on record since the federal 
reserve began to operate, was 7 per 
cent. The last time the rate was ad- 
vanced a full 1 per cent was in June 
of 1920, when there was an advance 
from 6 per cent to 7; since then it 
has been as low as 3 per cent. The 
present high rate as well as the ad- 
vance of a full 1 per cent can only 
be interpreted as meaning that fed- 
eral reserve officials are now agreed 
that there is a credit emergency ex- 
isting calling for dractic action, The 
rate has not been as high as 6 per 
cent since June of 1921, and then. 
following violent and long sustained 
liquidation in the stock market and in 
frozen commercial loans, it was de- 
clining from the high of 7. 

There is no question as to what the 
advance of a full 1 per cent in the 
rediscount rate to 6 per cent means, 
Last February the federal reserve 
board made public a letter it had 
written to the 12 federal reserve 
banks pointing out that “during the 
last year or more the functioning of 
the tederal reserve system has en- 
countered interference by reason of 
the excessive amount of the country’s 
credit absorbed in speculative security 
loans,’ adding the volume of specu- 
lative credit is still growing. 

When it finds that conditions are 
arising which obstruct federal reserve 
banks in the effective discharge of 
their function of so managing the 
credit facilities of the federal reserve 
system as to accommodate commerce 
and business, it is its duty to inquire 
into them and take such measures 
as may be deemed suitable and effec- 
tive in the circumstances to correct 
them; which, in the immediate situa- 
tion, means to restrain the use. either 
directly or indirectly, of federal re- 


i 


serve credit facilities in the aid of the 
srowth of speculative credit.” 
Following that warning there was 
violent liquidation in brokers’ loans. 
But this liquidation in stock market 
credit was followed by a resumption 
of the bull stock market accompanied 
by expansion in brokers’ loans. The 
weekly statement of brokers’ loans 
published yesterday by the federal 
reserve showed for this district alone 
a further weekly increase of $60,000.- 
000, to a new high for all time of 
$6,020,000,000. The figure a month 
ago was $5.755,000,000, A year ago 
it was $4,245,000,000. When these 
weekly Statements were first publish- 
ed early in 1926 the figure was $3.- 
536,000,000. Then came the March, 
1926, liquidation in the stock market, 
followed by a drop to $2,767,000,000. 
Since then with only temporary in- 
terruptions, the trend of brokers’ 
loans has been upward to this week's 
new high. 


Sought Rate Rise. 


Last May, becoming uneasy over 
continued expansion in brokers’ loans 
and federal reserve bank here ap- 
plied to the federal reserve board at 
Washington for permission to raise 
its rediscount rate from 5 to 6 per 
cent. The federal reserve board re- 
fused and did so weekly until yester- 
day. It is understood that for the 
past two months Chicago and other 
federal reserve banks have weekly 
asked the federal reserve board for 
permission to advance their rediscount 
rate and have weekly been refused. 


This clearly places the responsibil- 
ity of the existing credit mergency up 
to the federal reserve board at Wash- 
ington which last February called on 
the federal reserve banks to check the 
use of federal reserve credit for stock 
speculation and then week after week, 
following last May, refused the New 
York Federal Reserve bank and other 
federal reserve banks permission to 
advance their rediscount rate, the ad- 
vance being requested for the pur- 
pose of checking excessive stock spec- 
ulation. Informed Wall Street under- 
stands that Secretary Mellon, who is 
a member of the federal reserve “board, 
was largely responsible for the week- 
ly refusal of the federal reserve board 
to permit the federal reserve banks 
here and at Chicago and elsewhere 
to raise their rediscount rate to check 
stock speculation and mounting brok- 
ers’ loans which were interferring 
with the credit machinery of this coun- 
try and every important country 
abroad.

“Chicago is seventh heaven for 
crooks of all kinds, including bootleg- 
gers; St. Louis never has sent a man 
to the state prison for violation of 
prohibition laws nor padlocked a booze 
joint and is considered. the most law- 
less city in Missouri,’ he said. 

Dt. Haw said his home city of 
Kansas City “is not unlike the 
others.” 

Dr. Haw declared the small or rural 
communities are “dry in name and 
practice.” 

The meeting will close tonight with 
an address by Dr. H. L. Bowley on 
“A Call to Colors.” 

Tomorrow the Methodist laymen’s 
conference will convene and some of 
the speakers at the board session will 
remain to speak to an expected at- 
tendance of 2,000 delegates. Bishops 
H. A. Boaz, of Arkansas; W. F. 
MeMurray, of Missouri, and Sam Hay 
will address the assembly also. 


RIFLES ARE TAREN 
FROM DRY AGENTS 


Washington, August 9—(/)—A ban 
ngainst the use of rifles by federal 
prohibition agents except in sparsely 
settled or mountainous’ sections is 
planned by Commissioner Doran in an 
effort to reduce the number of prohi- 
bition fatalities. 

The _ prohibition 
announcing the plan today, said 
was intended as a safety move 
keep down the number of deaths 
enforcing the law and to prevent pos- 
sible Lilling of innocent persons from 
long-range rifles. 

Under this decision, enforcement 
agents in settled communities will 
have to depend for protection upon 
service revolvers, but in mountainous 
and sparsely settled regions they will 
continued to use rifles. 

No formal order will be issued, Do- 
ran said, but he will discuss the mat- 
ter by correspondence with the ad- 
ministrators. 

Reports to the prohibition bureau 
show that since the law went into ef- 
fect 142 persons have been killed by 
prohibition agents and 55 enforcement 
officers have lost their lives. These 
figures do not include fatalities among 
the border patrolmen, who are not un- 
der the prohibition bureau. 

Doran and Seymour Lowman, as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury in 
charge of prohibition enforcement, 
both said rifles were necessary for 
protection of the agents in the moun- 
tainous sections. 

“Tf the agents went into the moun- 
tains to enforce the prohibition law 
without rifles,’ I«vman declared, 
“they might as well throw up their 
hands and say to the moonshiners: 
‘Come on, boys. Here I am; shoot 
me.’ ”’ 
Doran added that revolvers would 
afford little protection to the officers 
against the long-range rifles carried by 
the mountaineer moonshiners. 

In commenting upon the liquor sit- 
nition around Detroit the commission- 
er said it was “well in hand.” He 
denied a report that he planned to 
equip the agents in that section with 
machine gun: to combat rum runners,

Lowest Figure of Season 
Registered on Valdosta 
Markets. 


Macon, Ga., August 9.—(/)—Close 
to a million dollars passed into the 
hands of tobacco growers of sotth- 
ern Georgia today for their offerings 
of bright leaf on the 22 markets. 

Baxley reported that the best grade 
brought 45 cents per pound, but in 
most markets the weed was of a low 
grade and consequently failed to Lring 


the high price that prevailed during 
the second week of the season. Quit- 
man’s high price was 37 cents, aud 
Blackshear reported a high of 41. 

A continuation of a large offering 
of inferior grades of tobacco at Val- 
dosta forced the price down to the 
lowest figure of the season. There 
was a reduction of tonnage, however, 
and sales during the coming week 
are expected to fall off in volume. 

A million pounds brought to Vi- 
dalia warehouses overnight blocked 
the sales there. Prices were reported 
better at Vidalia than on the preyvi- 
ous day.

NEW ARMY ENGINEER 
Ghitt HAS Blé JOB 


Washington, August 9.—(/)—The 
new chief of army engineers, who is 
yet to be selected to succeed Lieuten- 
ant General Edgar Jadwin, retired, 
will be confronted with problems 
which Secretary Good regards as 
“much larger” than the conStruction 
of the Panama canal. 

In the program developed by the 
engineering corps during General Jad- 
win's administration the secretary sees 
a “tremendous undertaking” in the 
work to be done in improving harbors 
and channels and building and 
strengthening levees. 

An immense outlay will be neces- 
sary to make the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers and the inland  water- 
way canals navigable for deep-draft 
vessels, he points out, and the pro- 
posed billion-dollar Niearaguan canal 
probably will be surveyed under the 
direction of the new chief. 

Contracts already awarded for river 
and harbor improvement alone total 
$35,000,000, the largest amount ever 
undertaken at one time. For flood con- 
trol the works in the lower Mississippi 
valley are receiving an annual appro- 
priation of $30,000,000, with other 
expenditures for this purpose in other 
sections. 

Levees and revetments on the Mis- 
souri river are among the large items 
contracted for. About $1,000,000 is ex- 
pended annualkby for dredging on the 
Mississippi river north of Cairo, IIL, 
and probably double this sum on rock 
blasting and dredging at Hell Gate, 
New York harbor.
